"Our College of'Agriculture, which is a part-of 
the University of Porto Rico, is connected with 
Cornell University. 'Our'School of Tropical 'Medi- 
cine, also a part 6f our university, affiliated with 
Columbia university, is as distinguished a center 
for this type of work as is' in existence today.
